This community has a right to know, 
and to demand,—that any newspaper not loyal to the govern- 
ment be stopped or put out of business. 


The Capital Times recognizes the justness of such a charge 


HONESTLY made. The Capital Times met that charge and 
voluntarily called in a representative of the United States de- 
partment of justice and placed before him every book, record' 
and memorandum showing where every cent of income had been 
received by this company. The result of that investigation was 
made public by this newspaper,—as it should be. 


Bat says the editor of The State Journal: 
"All the insinu- 


ations in the letter which John M. Nelson signed and published 
in a newspaper which has never prattled the public to know the 
sourcs of its financial support" and again he refers to a "secretly 
subsidized newspaper." 


Very well. 
Those are issues which concern the public 


which buys newspapers. The public has a right to know whether 
the newspaper they buy is poisoning or distorting the news be- 
cause of loans or financial considerations made to owners. The 
public should have the same protection against adulterated 
news that it has against adulterated food.

Now then: Will The State Journal, in the interest of public

The editor of The Capita] Times was formerly the business 


manager of The State Journal Printing Co. With three other 
members of The State Journal we left that company for reasons 
that are well known to Mr. Jones. 


In his editorial of Saturday Mr. Jones states that the editor 


of The Capital Times in the last six months of his employment 
by The State Journal Printing Co. attempted to "undermine, dis- 
rupt and wreck the business he was being paid to protect." 


That is a serious charge. It is a charge made in passion. 


Such a charge as that, in our opinion, releases the editor of The 
Capital Times from any confidential obligations existing to his 
former associates. As a personal defense we make this state- 
ment. 


The editor of The Capital Times assumed the business man- 


agership of The State Journal Printing Co. in July, 1913. At 
that time The State Journal Printing Co. was at the point of 
bankruptcy. Capitalized at $100,000, the company had liabili- 
ties aggregating 597,000. When the editor of The Capital Times 
relinquished the business management of The State Journal in 
October, 1917 the liabilities had been reduced to $47,000 and the 
company had been placed on a sound, financial basis. In the 
period from April, 1917 to October, 1917, the six months which 
.Mr. Jones referred to, the earnings of The State Journal were 
38,200, the largest of any six months in the time Mr. Jones has 
been in control. In the six months after the editor1 of The Capi- 
tal Times left The State Journal the earning of thu company for 
six months were 5500. 


That is the record as shown on the books of the company. 


The real crime of which the editor of The Capital Times is guilty 
is in having started a rival newspaper. Not until! that time did 
the editor of The State Journal discover the perfidy and dishon 
estly of his former business manager. We are content to allo 
our record with The State Journal Printing Co. to speak for it

If the editor of The State Journal 
refused to have his editorial policy governed by his creditors we 
have only admiration for his stand. 


That being true, we are more than ever mystified as to why 


the editorial policy of The State Journal DID change with the 
change to NEW creditors. We do not believe that even the edi- 
tor of The State Journal will contend that its relations and itg 
policy with respect to the special interests and wealth in this 
community is the same as it was two years ago. The NEW 
policy of The State Journal is satisfactory to the NEW creditors 
of The State Journal. 


If, as the editor of The State Journal says, creditors of his 


paper cannot dictate the policy of his paper what is it that has 
brought the coolness in the ardor with which The State Journal 
fights those who prey upon the people in this community? Isn't 
it singular that when The State Jonrnal had progressive credi- 
tors The State Journal was progressive and that It became reac- 
tionary when it went under obligations to reactionary creditors? 


Mr. Jones cannot dismiss this issue as he has attempted to. 


He must expect doubt and suspicion concerning the policy of his 
paper just so long as he refuses to give to the people of this 
community full and specific information as to his relations with 
Big Business in this community.
